Numbors’gAbout 303,000 Regulars Dis 
tributed a'! Over the World, 


Tho returns of the strength of the regu 
Jar army show that thoro are now rather 
more than 222,000 ollicers and men on the 
regimental rolls, and, including the first 
class army reserve of men who have been 
thoroughly trained within very recent 
years, and who are liable to bo called up 
for service at any timo, tho full strength of 
the regular military forces is about 303,- 
000 men. 

These, however, include the West India 
regiments, the Royal Malta Artillery, and 
a fow corps raised in other parts of the 
world for special local duty, but who, of 
course, reduce the demands upon tho ordi- 
hary troops. 

OF the 222,000, about 106,000 are quar- 
tered at home, nearly 78,000 being in 
England and Wales, 3,800 in Scotland, 
nearly 26,000 in Ireland, and the remain- 
dorin the Channel Islands. A very large 
proportion of those in England are quar- 
tered in the southern parts, and conven- 
jent for the prompt mobilisation of an 
army corps at short notice. 

‘The bat s and Egypt take tho ser- 
vicos of nearly 38,000 troops, and 78,090 
are in India and Burmah. The Egyptian 
garrison absorbs quite 6,000 British 
soldiors ot all kinds, besides tho many 
British otticers who are attached to the 
Khodive’s forces, cither to train or com- 
mand those native levies, 

Melta has a garrison of 8,500, and Gib- 
raltar one of nearly 5,009, beside the 
small force in Oyprus. Hong Kong has 
a force of about 3,500, which, however, it 
is probable may be increased. Bermuda 
and the Straits Settlements have each 
about 1,500; Canada has only about the 
same number; South Africa 3,400; the 
West Indies 3,000; Ceylon, 1,700; and 
the remainder of the troops on colonial 
duty are spread over the West African 
settlements, Mauritius and St. Holona ;

One of the questions discussed at the 
Intercolonial Conference that took place 
last year, says the Ottawa Citizen, was 
that of a trade arrangement between the 
different parts of the British Empire by 
which these should trade with each other 
on terms more tayorable than any conceded 
to foreign nations. Tho opinion of the 
Conference was oxpressed in a series of 
of resolutions introduced by the Hon, Mr. 
Foster and supported by him in a strong 
speech, ‘These resolutions recited that the 
best mode of promoting the co-operation 
of the culonies wich the mother country 
would be a British customs union. Mr. 
Foster, in his speech, expressed the opin- 
jon that it woull be for the advantage of 
Great Britain to make such arrangement ; 
and that, oven if Britain should decline,-it 
would be wise for the colonies to do 
Lord Ripon in his recent despatch to the 
Governor-General, denies both these propo- 
sitions and conveys the opifion that 
England can neither participate in a 
customs union with the colonies, nor can 
she sanction one among tho colonies them- 
solves. 

The time may come when Great Britain 
Will view things with diferent eyes. In 
the meantime the colonial governments 
should press assiduously for the liberty to 
80 adjust therr tariffs to give tho the 
privilege of bestowing special favors upon 
other parcs of the Empire at their ova 
discretion, If Great Britain is of opinion 
that her interests would not be served by

why the colonies should not use their 
tariffs to strengthen British trade by giv- 
ing the mother country an advantage in 
the colonial markets.

Adve * of Silage. 
Practical experience, coupled with 
careful experimental study, has now 
abundantly proved that, for a dairy- 
man, there is no way of harvesting, 
storing and feeding corn to cows with 
so ttle labor and so small a loss as 
that afforded by the silo. It js not to 
be understood, however, that the silo 
is desined to supplant the haymow, for 
some dry fodder should be used with 
silage in winter rations; but the silo 
has come to stay, and as its merits 
come to be better known and Its con- 
struction better understood, it must 
come into general use. A properly con- 
structed and filled silo makes it possi- 
ble for a dairyman not to lose more 
than 8 to 12 per cent. of the dry matter 
put into the silo, whereas corn cured 
and fed dry under the very best possible 
conditions, must sustain a loss of dry 
matter amounting to from 20 to 50 per 
cent, of the whole product. And Prof. 
Cook has proved through two years* 
work that even in the arid climate of 
Colorado the necessary losses of dry 
matter In feeding corn as dry corn 
fodder are just as large as he had found 
them to be in Vermont. — American 
Agriculturist.

A Devico by Which 20 or 30 Loals 
be Put in a Single Stack With 
Little Labor, 


Can 


Place a stout pole or mast (a) 30 feet 
long, six or elght inches in the ground 
within four feet of the end of the in- 
tended stack and two feet from the 
side, leaning over the stack In a slant- 
ing position, as shown in the illustra- 
tion, The load f is on the opposite 
side of the stack. There are strong 
guy ropes to hold the mast in position, 
and of such length that when in the

position illustrated the two ropes d 
and g are tight, while the rope b is 
loose. The fork is pulled down and in- 


serted in the load of hay and the horse 
attached at h, the load Is lifted, and 
when it reaches the top a, a line of 
draft will pull the pole towards an up- 
right position, al, the rope b becoming 
tight and the rope d loose. In this man- 
ner it Is possible to swing the forkful 





of hay up over the stack, and if the

ease has been caused by the ise of the 
wheel in a sensible and mod rate way. 
It may be added that the existence of 
organic heart disease dors rot, in the 
opinion of a number of physicians of 
great ability, always debar cycling. In- 
deed, the wheel is actually recommend- 
ed by some as a velauble ald in the 
treatment of certain affections of this 
organ, There ila striking resemblance 
between Diyas and walking, 7o far 
as their effects on the heart are con- 
cerned; either may be hathful or 
harmful, Excessive exertion In either 
is dangerous, and moderate exertion is 
beneficial, That cycling is mor> apt to

Vice on a shaky foundation; then a 
00d way to bulld is to get some 2 1-2 
x 5x16 spruce pleces, When the site 
all leveled and dy, first lay down 
Spruce boards long enough to reach one 
foot further than the width of the In- 
tended silo from outside of the walls, 
Then take the two spruce pleces above 
mentioned, nail a board across elght 
feet below the first one nalled on, mea- 
suring from top, also laying a board on 
the others, Now set there two pleces 
upright, placing the end upon thes 
boards that have been Jaid down to re- 
celve them. Th pleces should be 
Placed 21 in. apart. Fasten to these 
boards and stay lathe the top?. Be sure 
to make them fast and absolutely 
Plumb, for upon these depends the ac- 
curacy of the wall, 

Now draw a line from this point to 
the end of the desired wall and set up 
two more upright pleces at this Roint, 
the same as you did first. Be sure you 
get them straight and plumb; set these 
pleces every elght feet around the silo.

“Tdonot attach any great value to such 
indications of prosperity as are to be found 
in the number of banks established in this 
country, but those banks do undoubtedly 
afford us cortain standards by which we 
may estimate with tolerable precision the 
increased volunie of the business through 
out Canana.” 

The gauge taken by Sir Richard Cart- 
wright to measure the trade of the coun- 
try 1s, a5 he remarked, one of tolerable 
provision, and applying it to the period of 
the protective tariff wo find that between 
January, 1879, and January, 1895, the 
bank note circulation rose from 
600 to $28,917,000; that publi 
increased from $65,782,000 to $180,8' 
000; and that discounts expanded from 
$117,208,000 to $193,754,000. These 
figures certainly do not betoken loss of 
trade, or absence of profitin the conduct 
of the business of the country. There is 
this further point to be noted in connec- 
tion with foreign trade, namely, that 
Canada's commerce compares more fayor- 
ably under protection than does England's 
under freo trade in recent years. In 1883 
the foreign trade of Great Britsin was 
£732,328,000, and in 1804 it had doclined 
to £682,666,000, or by nearly 7 per cent., 
while in the same period tho f 
merce of the Dominion rose from 
340,000 to $241,000,000, or by about 5 per 
cont. The inference is left to be drawn, 
therefore, that free trade and not protec- 
tion has proved an offective destroyer of 
commerce,

TIMELY FARM TALKS 


UUliziug the Podder~ Summer-Hnatehed 
Chicks—Notes in Vartoty. 

Now that the corn crop js the main 
one, and requires attention, it 1s as im- 
portant to make some arrangements 
for properly util zing the fodder as well 
as the grain. Machines are now in use 
which completely tear and shred the 
entire cornstalk, reducing it complete- 
ly, Cattle will not eat the whole of th» 
shredded material, however, unless the 
corn fodder is harvested at th» proper 
time. An advantage in shredding the 
fodder is that it may be fed to cattle 
find the remainder used as bedding or 
4s as absorbent material in the ma- 
nure heap, 


Chicks hatched in the summer should 
be sold or consumed at home, as the 
young pullets from such late broods 
will not mature in time to prove val- 
uable as layers in winter or early 
spring. It will pay to hatch chicks dur- 
ing this season, however, as it costs 
but very little to ra'se them In the sum- 
mer n, 80 far as food is concern- 
ed, but lice, hawks, rats and cats :hould 
be guarded against In order to ayold 
loss of chicks.

MacMahon saw that he was hopelessly 
beaten and gave the order to retire. In- 
cluding 6,000 prisoners, the French suffer- 
ed a loss of 24,000 men in this battle, more 
than half of MacMahon’s original force. 

On the same day of the battle of Worth, 
August 6th, Gen. Frossard, with 28,000 
men, who had been stationed at Saarbruck, 
was ordered to fall back upon the still 
greater heights of Spicheren, which looked 
down upon an open plain which an attack- 
ing force would have to pass over. This 
has been called the battle of Forbach. The 
Prussians, under Gen. yon Ramke and 
Gen. Goben, began the attack early in the 
‘morning of the 6th. They hurled thom- 
selves against the almost solid wall of 
Spiche only to be repulsed. The 
Prussian losses were heavy, but the attacks 
wore kept ups and finally the French left 
was turned by a simultaneous attack on 
the right. That night the French retreat- 
ed and by a circuitous route reached Metz, 
where Marshal Bazaine has been placed in 
command of the maine army by the Em- 
peror. His forces consisted of 100,000 
infantry, 11,000 cavalry and 280 guns.

TWO HANDSOME NEW mkSIDUACKS, 

W. P. Hudson, ex-M.P.?%'s, Palatial New 
Home—H, C, Hunt's Beautifal 


Structure In Avondale. 


It is many years since so many hand- 


some residences bave been built in Belle- 
ville as are going up this summer, Per- 





haps the most expensive of the number is 
the new residence erected by W. P. Hud- 
son, ex-M. P. P., on the site of the house 
formerly occupied by M. D. Ward, at the 
top of Murney’s Hill, on West Bridge st.

‘Tho house 
has city water throughout. Situated as it 
is in pretty grounds, Mr, Hudson's new 
home presents an imposing appearance 
from the street. ‘The cost of the building 
will be about $5,000.

“M. Andree expects to atart from cone 
of the Norwegian Islands of the Spits- 
bergen Archipelago situated to the ex- 
treme northwest of the mainland.

to make them sound. Mentality is an 
easy art as compared with morality. 
There Is a good deal to be said about 
intellectual discipline when we get to 
that point; but it fs still true that the 
issues of life are out of the heart and 
not out of the brain. The brain can be 
taught from books, but morality is not 
4 thing that can be printed The 
are, it is true, books that publish- 
ed on ethics, but few read them and 
probably nobody practices them. The 
old Hebrews were deluged with moral 
precepts, some of them written by 
God's own hand; but even the first 
that had the Ten Com-

Six Million Men Said ** Tayo Porlshed 
in the Were of the Last Century.

Europe in arms, more than 3,150,000 
Frenchmen were engaged, and nearly 
2,000,000 perished. Uader the restor 
tion, Louls Philippe, and the second re= 
public, when there were campaigns in 
Spain, Greece and Algiers, the army 
Included less than 215,000 men, and the 
loss in battle was only twenty-two per 
thousand, Even In the brilllant Afri- 
can campaigns the mean annual loss 
was less than 150 men, 

Next came an era of frequent and 
bloody wars, the war in the®Crimea, 
the war in Italy, the war In China, the 
war in Mexico, and finally the war with 
Prussia, Out of rather less than 310,- 
000 French soldiers sent to the Crimea 
95,615 perished, Of the 500,000 that took 
part in the Itallan war nearly 19,000 
perished. Nearly 1,000 perished in the 
expedition to China, The medical sta- 
tistics of the French in the war of 1870 
have not been published, nor have 
those of the Mexican undertaking. The 
effective strength of the French In 1870- 
71 was 1,400,000 men. The number lost 
is not positively known, but it is be- 
Meved that the wars of the second em- 
pire cost 1,600,000 lives. Dr. Legeneau 
estimates that the small wars of the 
third republic have been fought at 
comparatively small loss of human life, 
He estimates the total loss for the 
century to have been 6,000,000 men, 
mosly young.—New York Sun.

The proceedings were opened by prayer 
by Rev. M. W. Maclean of St. Androw’s

Mayor Walmsley was called upon and in 
a fow remarks extended a hearty welcome 
to the Association and hoped that the de- 
liberations would prove of much benefit. 
He extended to them the freedom of the 
city whilst sojourning here, 

Dr, Vaux, of Brockville, read a paper 
entitled “Our Principal Foods and some 
ways in which they may be Rendered In- 
jurious.”—Many of our ills and much of 
our mortality are due to ignorance 
and carelessness in the preparation and 
preseryation of food.” Our food is doriyved 
from the animal and yogetable kingdoms. 
The chief charactoristic of the former is 
the large amount of nitrogenous matter it 
contains, and it is therefore specially 
adapted for the building and repair of the 
tissues. Tho flesh of young animals is 
more tender than that of old, but more 
difficult to digest unless the animal 
is very old, when the fibres be- 
come tough. Sox, size, the period of 
the year when killed, the manner of kill- 
ing all affect the digestibility of animal 
food. Venison and mutton are perhaps 
most easily digested, especially if well- 
hung, i. &,, not used too soon after killing, 
until the rigor mortis has passed off. P. 
is the most diflicult of animal food to d. 
gest, Bones contain considerab! 
tious matter, 7 lbs of bones giv 
much nitrogen as 1 Ib of meat. 
Kidneys properly cooked are easy of 
digestion,as are also tripe and sweet breads. 
Liver and heart are indigestible ; poultry 
game and wild fowls all furnish most 
important food, as a rule easily digested. 
Fish is easily digested but not so stimulat- 
ing as meat. Eggs are especially valuable 
as a food containing everything necessary 
for the construction of the body. Milk is 
alsoa typical form of food, containing 
everything that is needed for the develop- 
ment of the body ; its constituents are 
nitrogenous matter, fatty matters and 
water. 

As in the domain of surgery cleanliness 
has been found to be the key stone to suc- 
cess, 80 in the preparation and preserya- 
tion of our food, The absolute exclusion 
of everything which can taint or cause 
putrefaction must be our constant study. 

A paper was read, prepared by Dr. Dean, 
of Brighton, on the unsanitary conditions 
of some of the cheese factories. He refer- 
red to the keeping of hogs near the factory 
and defective drainage which caused in 
many cases tainted milk. The food 
product thus became contaminated 
and was sent out, and served 
to breed disease and epidemics, Ho nd- 
vocated the closing of factories by law that 
wore not in a sanitary condition, Sluyh- 
ter houses and their filthy comlition in 
many cases were touched upon and stron 
ly condemned,

This cannot be done without great care 
and cleanliness. Food and drink should 

iven at regular intervals and by the 
clock, He stipulated as to the care of all 
tho utensils used in the dairying business, 
Medical men, more especially Medical 
Health Officers, could easily devote a little 
attention te the dairying department and 
impart somo valuable information to those 
proparing these foods.

The Wheat Situation. ' 
With an actual decrease of 22,700,000 
bushels in the world’s supply of wheat in 
sight, as compared with that of a year ago, 
and « deercase in the visible supply on this 
side a week ago of 712,000 bushels in place 
of an increase of 2,857,000 for the .corres- 
ponding week last year, and with stocks 
ighter than they have been fora number 
of years past at this season of the year, 
it _certaiol does appear passing 
strange that these hard facts 
seem to exert very little influence on 
the situation. And prices are ap- 
parently unsusceptible of impressions 
which in former years made prices respond 
in an upward bound of at least 15¢ to 200 
por bushel. But as the Trade Bulletin 
says that nicthods have changed during 
the past few years inthe English wheat 
trade, it being now considered uineces- 
sary to Keep on hand the large stocks 
formerly held on the other side, as buyers 
there know well that their wants can be 
supplied from Atlantic ports in about ten 
or twelve days. Consequently they seem 
to have made up their minds to allow 
holders on this side to carry 
the stuff for them until such 
time as they want it, and then 
it is only a matter of ten or twelve days be- 
fore they are in possession of it. Another 
factor in the situation which no doubt has 
great weight with buyers, is the real nature 
of the spring wheat crop of the United 
States, which for some time past has been 
reported in a very unenviable light, while 
latest despatches are of a most glowing 
character, and until these conflicting re- 
ports are finally settled, operators will be 
inclined to hesitate on the bear as well’ as 
the bull side. ‘The spring wheat crop in 
the American North-West is now said to bid 
fair to yield 150,000,000 and possibly 160, - 
000 bushels, instead of 100,000,000 as 
ated a short time since. A difference 
000,000 bushels is a big one, and 
both buyers and selJors may well pause 
until this important uae een assumes 1 
more definite and reliable form. 

For the last three or four years wheat 
has been on the downward tendency, and 
notwithstanaing all the efforts of the 
“bull” element to lift it up 
the attempts have been  unsucee 
ful. Unless there is the most posi- 
tive evidence of a very short supply the 
world over, nothing will moyo whest up, 
as four years of steady experience to the 
contrary has mado everybody skeptical on 
this point. But it ee strenuous 
offorts aro being made to lift whoat up, 
and the journal quoted states that “hold 
your wheat" circulars, which resulted so 
disastrously to farmers about four yours 
ago, are boing again assiduously dissemi- 
nated among the millions of farmers in tho 
United Statos, advising them to hold their 
wheat for advanced prices, This may 
possibly account for the small receipts on 
the new crop ; but on the other hand one 
would naturally suppose that the severe 
taug farmers about four 
years ago, by. following the — samo 
adyico which ix now gratuitously of- 
fored, would deter them from being again 
caught and deceived. Itix truo that  ro- 
coipts of now whoat haye boon remarkably 
amall so far this soayon, butit hax not yet 
workod tho wondrous results that are pro 
mised in tho circulars, and why ? Simply 
Docause buyora know that holding on the 
part of farmors simply moans accumula 
tions in their hands that must sooner or 
lator como on tho market.

As it js not generally known how 
much fertilizer a crop of apples, pears 
or grapes will remove from the soll, 
the following statement by Prof. J. W. 
Fields of the Pennsylvania Experiment

Station is of interest. An acre of ap- 
ples producing 36) bushels removes from 
the soll 24 Ibs of nitrogen, 2 Ibs of phos- 
Phoric acid and 34 Ibs of potash, all 
valued at $4.74, An acre of pears yleld- 
ing 335 bushels removes 16 Ibs nitro- 
gen, 5 Ibs phosphoric acid and 14 Ibs 
of potash, total value $3.60. Grapes 
harvesting 8,160 IDs per acre contain 13 
Tbs nitrogen, 5 Ibs of phosphoric acid, 
22 Ibs potash, worth $3.61. Of peaches, 
the report was not complete but the 
yleld per acre v 5 bushels contain- 
ing 8 Ms of phosphoric acid and 10 Ibs 
of potash. These figures show plainly 
& preponderance of potash, Potash may 
be supplied in cottonseed hull ashes 
and wood ashes, and bones and animal 
matter are also valuable fruit fertil- 
lzers,

PLOWERS PRESERVED FOR WINTER UR®. 
France and Germany, originally yel- 
low but now to be had in various col- 
ors, are charming herbaceous plants, 
Unfortunately they are not hardy with 
us. There are, however, several na- 
tives of the same genus guaphaliums; 
in English cudweed or common ever 
lasting, which may be preserved in @ 
similar manner, There are also the 
purple cudweeds and the pearly ever- 
lastings, often found in dry, gravelly 
or sandy soils, which may be had for 
the gathering. All the work necessary 
is to hang up in the spare room until 
the whole collection is harvested or the 
material is wanted for making the 
winter bouquet, 

As flowers in themselves wil have a 
somewhat stiff appearance alone, dried 
alone, dried grasses of various kinds 
will be found very useful. Hang bot- 
tom up to dry, as directed for flowers, 
for the reason that all plants when first 
cut wilt and are unable to hold their 
parts erect, They soon become rigid 
and when fully dried have a quite nat- 
ural appearance.

Resuscitation After Lightning 
Stroke. 

A lightning stroke is not now considered 
to be so deadly as formerly. ‘Twenty years 
ago, when lightning stunned a man and 
stopped his breathing he was considered 
déad, Tho lightning stroke was believed 
to be necessarily fatal. 

Since lightning or its equivalent has be- 
me an article of comme it has been 
wered that prostration by the electric 










d 


fluid does not necessarily result in death. 
Many persons who have received shocks 
that produced all the effects of a lightning 
stroke arealive to-day as the result of 
applying 4 rational system of resuscitation,

This case shows that itis possible to re- 
store life in cases of lightning stroke and 
indicates the proper course to pursue, In 
future persons prostrated and apparently 
dead from lighthing should be treated for 
tho purposo of restoring circulation; and 
no one need be given up as dead until con-

Doors Made of Glass, 
The introduction of doors made of glass 
is a novelty originating, it appears, ia 
Boston, and of which the following ex- 
planation is given by the papers of that 
city : - A sheet of ground or iis glass is 
taken of any desired size on clouded on 
one side with aliquid dye of the proper 
color to represent any preferred wood, the 
dye being applicd by means of a sponge in 
delineating the grain of the the wood to be 
exhibited upon the surface of the glass, the 
shading being softened by the use of a 
badger brush. Photographers’ varnish is 
hen made to flow on the glass, leay- 
ng the grain clear and fast without resort- 
ngto any gelatinous substance with its 
iability to crack and, of course, damage 
he whole effect. In completing the opera- 
tion the glass is slightly heated, and the 
various shades of dyes required for the 
particular wood to be represented are dex- 
toriously applied to it by means of a 




































syringe. 'o prevent the fine shadings 
from merging into each other the glass is 
heated, the whole being then made of

The chief feature of the report Is 
the compartive lightness of the hay 
crop and the shortness of straw in all 
other cereals. The acreage under corn 
is twice that of the annual average of 
the previous thirteen years. 

THE WEATHER. 
The mean temperature of June was 
67.4 deg, or 34 deg. higher than the 
average for the previous thirteen years, 
Jul however, was but 65.4 OE. 
17 deg. lower than the average 
the month. In many sections of the 
province no rain fell from the 4th to 
the 20th of June. In July, howev 
after the first w light showers 
were fairly frequent, and the dew was 
also more copious. There was favor- 
able weather for haying and the fall 
Wheat harvest. The early part of Au- 
ust was cooler than usual, but normal 
weather Is again prevailing. Every in- 
dication points to a continuation of 
the warmer wave, with thunderstorms.

The 
offect on the deposits of the reduction did 
not last long. ‘The drop in the total was 
from $23,011,422 in 1889 to $21, 
in 1890, since which latter year ther 
been a steady increase up to the 
given in the tablo above. Since 188§ 
Goyerrmont has been for the sake of econ- 
omy, closing the independent savings 
iks maintained in some of the Maritime 
Provinces by the Finance department, and 
transferring the accounts to the post of- 
fico, the safety and cheapness of the ad- 
ministration of which may be in- 
forred from the fact that in transactions of 
over a hundred and twenty millions of dol- 
lars the total losses from every cause have 
been under twenty thousand dollars, $6,- 
126 of which occurred in one year (1868) 
through the frauds of an employes. The 
total cost of management, including salar- 
ies, compensation to postmasters, inspec- 
tion, printing, etc,, was last year $57,116, 
the cost of each deposit or withdrawal 
being under one-quarter of one cent, and 
the percentage of cost of management to 
tho balance due to depositors cleven- 
fiftieths of one per cent, per annum. 
There is no loan to the Government 
which costs less for management, and it 1s 
to be remembered that, unlike bonds, post 
oflice deposits are liable to no discount 
when the money ts paid in, It has been 
said that business men and people with 
money to invest use the post oflico in- 
stead of an ordinary bank, because the 
rato of interest allowed is slightly higher 
than in the case of leading joint stock 
institutions, Up to the present, if this 
has been the caso, no Yreat harm 
can be said to have ensued. The 
Government has obtained the money 
at about what a bonded loan would cost, 
and it is only in late years that loans have 
been successfully put at 3 por cent. It is 
doubtful, however, if thore is much foun- 
dation for the charge. The amount re- 
ceived from any one depositor is by rule 
limiced to $1,000, and the ay amount 
at credit of depositors is only $222, the 
average depositor contributing to the total 
last year just & The inference from 
the moderateness of these figures is that 
the post office is really a wage-earner’s 
bank, and its success is an evidence of 
general thrift and prosperity.

The Comparative Merits of Roasted and 
Baked Me: 


In an article on the 
merits of roasted and baked meats in 
the English Mechanic, the writer gives 
some practical hints on the care of the 
range or stove, He says: “Ovens ought 
ulways to be kept really clean. Doubt- 
less much neglect Is due to their be- 
ing black and dark; but it Is no ex- 
cuse for the dirty state they are so 
commonly in, It may be thought that 
the heat of the oven keeps it pur 
if not actually clean; but this 1s only 
correct In a very Imited way, as can 
be judged by the odor usually ex 
enced if an empty oven is well heated, 
The most correct thing is to scrub, and, 
if necessary, scrape, the oven out at 
regular periods, the same as would be 
done with a larder or meat safe, What 
the writer has frequently recommended 
is to whitewash the oven Interior. 
Tints Is a useful as well as a cleanly 
practice, for it makes the oven interior 
fo Nght and nice. A thin coat of white. 
wash, having a little size as a fixa- 
tive, will not peel off or cause any trou- 
ble whatever, It will show most plain- 
ly when the oven gets dirty, and can, 
when requisite, be easily washed oft 
and renewed, 

“What largely goes to keep an oven 
clean and free from calcined fatty mat- 
ter Is to use a double roasting-pan— 
that kind which has water in the lower 
pan, underneath the one which catches 
the falling fat. If water is put in the 
lower pan, the fat in the upper one 
does not boll and spurt its particles on 
to the oven plates, owing to the fact 
that fat to boll must reach a higher 
temperature than we can ralse the wa- 
ter to, Water bolls at 212 degrees in 
an open pan (at sea-level) and this Is 
the greatest heat it can attaln—it can- 
not get hotter, As fat, therefore, re- 
quires a temperature of over 200 de- 
grees before ebullition occurs, boiling 
cannot tak® place while the water Is in 
contact with the fat-pan. If the fat 
jis kept from boiling the oven must 
keep In a much cleaner state, In any 

e, the odor of burnt fat will never 
be so conspicuous when oven roasting 
is in progress, and the fatty matters 
are not decomposed and wasted. There 
are raany things in favor of the water 
pan 

As to the digestibility of roasted or 
baked meats, there is not so much 
known as might be desired, but what 
is known Is in favor of the former. It 
jz not argued that there Is more nour- 
ishment in roasted meat than baked, 
perhaps less if the constitution be 
capable of dealing with the latter; but, 
for digestibility, meat is considered

Liquid balms, creams, ete., are effec- 
tive and imperceptible, If well chosen, 
but they too frequently contain bis- 
muth or calomel—in fact, one of the 
much-vaunted preparations is nothing 
but a solution of calomel and water, 
The continued result of using a bis- 
muth, lead or calomel preparation Is 
enlarged pores, Which are most un- 
sightly, 

No liquid preparation should ever be 
used, night or day, which gives a 
white-washed or kalsomined appear-

SILO WALL PLOOR, LINING AND

After the silo has otherwise been com- 
pleted the inner face of the foundation 
should be plastered with a good coat 
of cement, made of three parts of sharp 
sand to one part of cement, To cover 
the bottom of the silo with concrete 
will save annually about half a ton of 
silage, which tends to spoll when In 
contact with the ground. 

SILLS AND PLATES—These may be 
best made of 2xi's, cut Into two-foot 
lengths on the slant of two radii of the 
circle of the silo, The sections of the 
sills are toenalled together on the wall 
and then bedded in mortar, Only one 
Inyer Is needéd. The plate {s made In 
tho.same way as the sill; the pleces 
are spiked down upon the tops of the 
studding. 

STUDDING—Only 2x4 studding Is 
needed Unless the diameter of the silo 
exceeds 35 feet, and these should be 
placed one foot apart from the center 
on the outer edge, If lengths of stud- 
ding greater than 20 feet are required 
these may be made by splicing two 
shorter lengths together, lapping hem 
about two feet and apiking them to- 
gether before they are put in place.

900 to 1,000 tubs or of butter 
Refrigerator cars run every 
veek on the main lines leading to 
Montreal from as far west as Wind- 
sor on the C.P.R. and Wiarton on the 
G,T.R,, and butter will be picked up 
at points between these places and 
| Montreal. Shippers of butter will be 
charged the usual “less than carload 
rates” without any charge for ice or 
for the special vice, which will be 
provided for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, The latter, how , assume no 
responsibility for the butter shipped. 
The following are the recommendations 
| made to shippers by Professor Robert- 
son 
No butter should be shipped from any 
| creamery until forty-eight hours after 
| 1U is packed in the boxes or tubs. 
The use is recommended of the square 
butter boxes, holding 56 Ibs net h. 
| They are made of spruce wood, 3-4-inch 
or 1-inch thick, and 12 inches deep, 11 
inches wide, 12 1-2 inches long, inside 
measurements, They should be lined 
inside with parchment paper, 
At the same time butter should be 
packed in the style of package which 
in recommended by the merchant who 
ships the butter, or who usually buys 
the butter from the creamery. If the 
70-Ib tub be preferred, those should be 
used, having a double thickness cover 
with the under thickness of the cover 
set In, and without any rim, < 
For the preservation of butter it 
should be stored at a temperature as 
near 32 degrees Fahr. as Is practicable. 
At that temperature any change goes 
on very slowly; and the main danger of 
deterioration in quality is from the 
butter “going off in flavor’ on the sur- 
face, To prevent injury in that way, 
the use of a preserving brin» is very 
advantageous, 
A preparation from which to. procure 





a@ special brine has been imporied by 
the dairy commissioner from Great 
Britain, It will be furnished at whole- 
sale cost price to owners or managers 
of qreameries, 

It should be used In every cream- 
ery, and the parchment paper or cloth 
linings for all butter packages should 
be wetted thoroughly with the brine 
before they ure used. The price is 18 
cents per Ib. As far as the limited 
supply on hand will go, on receipt of 
$5 a box containing 28 Ibs will be sent; 
and on receipt of $10 a keg containing 
56 Ibs will be sent by express or freight, 
prepaid, 

Directions will be sent with the ma- 
terial, 

Butter which Is intended for export 
in the refrigerators on board the steam- 
Ships should be consigned to care of the 
Montreal Cold Storage and Freezing 
Company, St. Paul street, Montreal, 
Que, It must be stored for at least 
four days at a temperature of 20 de- 
grees Fahr, before it Is put on board 
the steamships, 

Arrangements have been made with 
the Montreal Cold Storage and Freez 
ing Company, whereby fine creamery 
butter which is sent in on these cars 
at not more than ten days old, will 
be stored at a temperature of 20 degrees 
Fahr. for the first fifteen days or less, 
at a charge of five cents-per 100 Ibs 
of butter, 

2—For the following thirty days or 
any less period the charge will be eight 
cents per 100 Ibs of butter, 

3-For the following thirty days or 
any less period, the charge will be 
elght cents per 100 Ibs of butter, 

4—For the following thirty days or 
any less period, the charge will be 
twelve and a half cents per 100 Ibs 
of butter. 

5-For any longer period, the charge 
will be twelve and a@ half cents per 100 
Tbs of butter for thirty days or any 
part of thirty days 

These charges are much lower than 
the usual charges for cold storage, 
and apply only to shipments of butter 
which are sent in freshmade every 
week, and which are intended for ex- 
port to Great Britain, through the re- 
frigerator service provided on board 
the steamships by the Government. 

For butter which has been carried to 
Montreal In Yefrigerator cars, while 
still fresh made, and which has been 
stored for at least four days imme- 
diately prior to the time of loading on 
board the steamship at a temperature 
not exceeding 20 degrees Fahr., the 
steamship companies will issue bills of 
lading at such freight charges as are 
current for that week, on chcese and 
butter going by the same route, in 
the ordinary way, without the cold 
storage accommodation.—Live Stock 
Journal,

Fort Prince of Wales. 


At the mouth of the Churchill River, 
Hudson's Bay, uve the remains of the old 
fort Prince of Wales, that was taken by 
the French 103 years ago. The fort had 
erected about twenty years before it was 
captured, and wus constructed of heavy 
blocks of dressed granite, prepared by 
workmen who were brought out from Eng- 
land. It too veral years to build the 
fort ; the walls on every side were cach 
300 fect in length, 20 feet high, and 20 
feet wide at the top and 30 feet at the base. 
Within were commodious stone buildings 
usually containing large supplies of goodsand 
stores of every descriptionand immense quan- 
tities of valuable furs gathered from every 
portion of the Northwest, even from the 
shores of the PolarSea. Forty-two heavy 
cannon defended the fortress from an at- 
tack of an ordinary kind, but on the 8th 
of August, 1872, there appeared advancing 
toward the fort three French ships of war 
that had come through the straits, which 
many still pretend to think are not 




















navigable. Two of the ships carried each 
forty-two cannon and the third ship 
carried seventy-four guns. As there 
were only thirty-nine men in the 
fort inst 400 French the * fortress 
was en up without apy fighting. 
All the rich furs were taken to 
France, the goods were either remoy- 


ed or destroyed, and an effort was made to 
demolish the for but owing {4 the 
strength of the masonry the work of de- 
struction was not completed. Much of 
the ruin, which is the largest in North 











America, still remains. The old cannons 
aro partly or wholly covered by tho groat 
stones that hayg fallen or that were thrown 
from the walls. The ancient wells still 
contain water, and the great guns and 
large iron balls that lie around are objects 
of interest to the skin-clad Indians who 
sometimes visit the forsaken fortress. 
England made France pay well for the 
furs and the damage done, but the old 
stronghold has not been rebuilt.—Pilot 
Mound Sentinel.

Red Cross Dogs. 

At Lechenich, noar Cc in tho 
Rhineland, a novel oxporiment in dog 
training for army service is boing made by 
Jean Bungartz, the animal paimter and 
animal lover. His success in training dogs 
for active army duty, reconnoitering, 
sentry and messenger service has beon 
cortified to by the German Government; 
and now Mr. Bungartz is educating a 
number of dogs for hospital and ambulance 
sor ice, and these are the so-called ** Hos- 
pital, or Red Cross Dogs.” 

Yor this duty the Scotch collie is chosen, 
sinco Mr, Bungartz believes that this 
breed has no equal for intolligenco, docility 
and fidelity. The Red Cross dog is fitted 
with saddlo-bags, in which he carries, bo 
sides his biscuit, everything necessary f 
tho first bandaging, and a well-protected | 
flask of bramly, A largo’red cross appears 
on the saddle-bags, and a lantern is strap- 
ped on the collio’s back at night. 

Anyone familiar with the annals of war 
knows how tho death-roll is swelled by 
those of tho wounded who have crept away 
from the ditch or hedge to escape the 
bursting shell and rushof hoofs and whoels 
and not found by the hospital service, are 
reported as ‘* missing,’’or aro discovered 
too late for relief. 

Here the noble duty of the Red Cross 
dog comes in. There is no thicket too 
dense, no diteh too deep, but that these 
keon-sconted, quick-sighted collics can find 
the wounded man ; and once found, thoy 
givo tongue, and do not leave him till help 
comes, I 

The dogs are also taught to crouch be- , 
side the wounded man, that he may open 
tho bag and find the reviying flask. The 
little lantern, securely fastened to tho back 
strap, enables the scokers to follow the 
dog on dark nights, and it moreover con- | 
veys hope to the wounded man when the 
friendly light appears. 

Mr. Bungartz tells of remarkable work 
done by his dogs on nights so dark that 
tho seeking party passed within five feet 
of the prostrate man on open ground, and 
but for the collie would not hayo found 
him.

In a bicycle factory, spokes, rima, 
sprockets, frames, etc,, are all tested 
before they are adjudged to be ready 
for use, Each of th parts sustains

a nicety, The testing machine can ex: 
ert a tension or compression of from a 
few ounces up to 100,000 pounds. When 
the full power fs turned on its great 
Jaws can tear apart a solid bar of 
Steel as easily as a child peels a ba- 
nana, 

Each spoke has to stand so many 
pounds, the frame must do the same, 
the rim, the chain, the sprockets, hub, 
the front fork, pedals, cranks, handle- 
bar and even the ball bearings must 
show that they are absolutely right. 
The coasting ability of a bicycle de- 
pends upon the “true” character of the 
bearings.

noss to show for it. Tho ult is that 
brokers can give no guarantee under their 
hammer, Even three random barrels in a 
shipment lot opened is no criterion tho 
character of a lot being so miscellaneous in 
itself, Dealers hesitate to purchase un- 
cortainstock. ‘The broker's ledger is creep- 
ing with disputed accounts in consequence 
of misrepresented stock, and what is worst 
of all and becoming fatal to the trade is, 
that the family man will not buy a barrel 
at all on account of its quantity (120 or 140 
pounds), and the uncertainty of the qual- 
ity throughout the barrel. 
Again, there are barrels knowa as slacks, 
but as a rule these proclaim themselves to 
an observer, and is the result of igaorance 
on the part of the packing orchard contrac 
tor, who puts over-ripe fruit in the centre 
of the barrel. Tho broker generally 1s 
obliged to sacrifice such lots, but all the 
sume the good fruitis lost to the use of 
man, and the inconyenient barrel-package 
is one-half at least the primary cause of 
tho loss. 
Now, these barrels, containing 120 to 
140 pounds, cost half a dollar each 
enough in themselves to the cooper, no 
doubt, since the e tion of the barrel- 
flour trade—could be elyanteously ror 

1 by three plain, square wicker baskets or 
crates, containing say 40 to 45 Ibs., each, 
and cost less money than a barrel. Such 
packages would be more convenient to the 
contractor, costing no more freight and 
transitage, less liable to heating and waste 
in respect to less bulk (the normal 
moisture of the ripe apple being about the 
same as that of the potato) ; but, over and 
aboye all, such packages would be more 
conyenient for family purchase and use, 
and the broker, dealer and consumer could 
all see and guarantee what they are dealing 
in; andthe trade would then become a 
household article beyond limited consump- 
tion, because every family can eat cooked 
apples, and every land lessee in Ontario 
would grow apples, and find 
cial results than by growing wheat. 
Of course, there are diversity of trees 
and fruit upon them in every orchard, but 
the careful selection and appropriation of , 
those would depend upon the honesty and 
sk*' of the contractor's inspector under, 
ay, three designations—of table, cooking 
and boiling apples ; and were these pack- 
ages thus carefully manipulated and mark- 
ed ly an inspector or contractor's namo or 
trido-mark, they would soon be well-knowa 
and eagerly sought after on arrival at any 
port, with full remunerative advantage 
alike to shippers, consignees and the 
general public.

Mr. Charles Bagot, His Britannic 
Majesty's Envoy Wxtraordinary and Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary, ina note addressed 
to Mr. Rush, acting Secretary of State for 
the United States, on April 28, 1817, 
acceded on behalf of the Prince Regent to 
the proposition of the United States made 
on the 2nd of August, 1816, that the naval 
force to be maintained on the American 
lakes by His Majesty and the Government 
of the United States should be confined to 
the following vessels on cach side ; 

‘On Lake Ontario co one vessel not 
exceeding 100 tons burthen and armed

Tt was also agreed that all other armed 
vessels on those lakes should be forthwith 
dismantled, and that no other yessel of 
war should be there built or armed. 

It was further agreed that if either party 
should desire to annual this stipulation, it 
should cease to be binding after six months 
from notice. 

Mr. Richard Rush, 
State, on April 29, 1817, acknowledged 
the receipt of this note, and on behalf of 
the United States Government repeated 
the above agreement in identical terms.

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And when you draw rein under the 
cott «la at 10 «Teju, uncurl 
tho wrinkles of your eyelids in the wel- 
como shade and cool your eyes in the 
vivid green of tho alfalfa fiold, it sud 
denuly comes to you that never before 
did you understand what blessedness 
there is in a bit of shadow and a patch 
of groen things growing. 

From the spring at tho top of the

After getting 
an idea of the number and kind of pots 
to bo set in tho box, the order can be 
given to have the box mad» just the 
right size to accommodate these pots, 
making it wide enough to allow small 
pots to be set in the sp: left 
avound and in front of the larg 
The boxes should be made 
of the window sill, but they can be as 
deep and as wide as desired. After 
measuring the largest pots which are to 
be set in the box hiaye it thon made a 
litle deeper than these to allow for a 
layer of pobbles, ete., in ths bottom of 
the box for drainag Tt will be well to 
have at least an inch or two of this 
drainage material, and if there is good 
drainage in the pots also, there will be 
no desger of using too much water and 
souring the soil, and the plauts may 
then be alowed copious supplics of 
water at their roots, and thorough 
syringing and spraying all through the 
hot dry weather, and they will appre- 
clato this treatment, and flourish and 
bloom surprisingly, 

In every window box it is desirable to 
have at least one or two climbers to 
break the monotony and give grace and

In the 
forenoon of the next day thoy visited the 
Indian school there and were entertained 
by the pupils, who exhibited great profi- 
ciency in rudimentary studies. ‘The salmon 
cannery, in full operation, was of sourse 
visited, proving a most interesting sight, 
novel to several of the Eastern visitors. 
‘The next stop was at the Indian village of 
Fort Rupert, where is the oldest Hudson 
Bay post on the Northwest coast. The 
Quadra anchored for the night at Port 
Alexandra. The event of the following 
day was a short visit to the Indian village 
at Bella Bella, where the Methodist mis- 
sionary, Rey. Mr. Bevis, was met. Here 
the party saw for the first time a variety of 
raspberry which they also found in all the 
Indian villages up to the Alaska boundary. 
None of them had ever seen berries of such 
large size or of such oxcellent quality. 
‘They were informed that the fruit had 
been introduced by the Hudson Bay Com- 
Anchorage 
was found for the night in Swanson bay. 

On Thursday the Quadra arrived at 
Port Essington, at the mouth of the 
Skeona river. The village was swarming 
with Indians on their way home from the 
salmon fishery. This was indeed the 
first point at which they had seen any con- 
siderable number of Indian men, as they 
had all me off to the fishing grounds. 
Here also they had the first opportunity 
of acquiring some of the curious artic 
Indian workmanship and tradition 
peculiar to the coast, and in consequence 
wore liberal purchasers, at special tourist 

Rey. Mr. Jennings, the Methodist 
missionary, kindly acted as guide to the 
interesting sights of this point. 

'The first glimpse of the Indian version 
of the Salvation Army was seen here, but 
the corps was much in evidence at all the 
succeeding villages. At Fort Simpson 
it was quite the controlling force of the 
town, and from all reports the soldiers are 
doing a od work. This institution is 
composed entirely of atives, who have a 
Gand and the outward and visible signs of 
the orthodox Army, but they have also 

ome rather startling variations calculated 
to stir even the phlegmatic Siwash.

and by him introduced to Bishop Ridley, 
whose guests they were at lunchoon at the 
seo house. The industrial school, of 
course, was Visited ;so were tho girls’ 
home, the school of the Church Missionary 
Society and the Caledonia hospital. A 
continuous downpour of rain prevented 
observation of the domestic life of the 
Indians. After sundown the Quadra 
anchored in the harbor of Fort Simpson, 

Saturday forenoon was spont at that 
village, “The visitors saw the Indian 
chool wud all the chief points of interest 
in the village, which is the most populous 
centro on tho Northwest coast, At 2 
o'clock tho Quadra weighed anchor, and 
three hours later dropped in at Kinkolith 
village, on tho N river, At this point 
an interesting pow-wow took place, de- 
voloping into nothing beyond an inter- 
change of courtesios, the natives having no 
grievances, At 7 o'clock tho stoamor 
tartod upon the homeward journoy. s 

On Sunday the Quadra put in at Lowe's 
Inlet, where thoy met Chief Shakes, aad 
slso saw a religious meeting under full 
stoam—and high pressure at that, The 
cannery was visited, the season's pack 
boing thore on exhibition, 

‘Tho only incident of Monday's journey 
was o hurried visit in the evening to tho 
Nawitti villago, on Hopo Island. Noxt 
day tho ministers went ashore at Salinon 
rivor, and traversed the ground to be ro- 
claimod by the proposed dyking scheme, 
which is now under consideration by the 
doepartinent. A short call was 
Nanaimo, and thence the Quadra 
to Kuper island, where tho 
party wore received by Roy. Fathor 
Donkelo and entertained by the pupils of 
tho Industrial school, one of whom present

The jinrikisha men, who are remark- 
able for thelr endurance id strength, 
live more temperate lives, but never 
at meat, They are strict vegetarians 
with the exception of a little dried or 
Pickled fish, which would be indigest- 
Mle to an American stomach, They 
@at large quantities of rice and drink 
Ballons of tea, but they are capable of 
the most remarkable endurance, Last 
night, for example, a rikisha man ran 
with me and my traveling bag from the 
Uyeno railway station to the Imperial 
hotel, a distance of four miles, in less 
than half an hour, They will travel 
twenty-five and thirty miles at a trot 
without stopping to rest. They will 
make longer distances in less time than 
an ordinary horse drawing os heavy a 
foad, Their muscles are perfectly de- 
veloped, but they are usually slender, 
vhile the wresters are very fat, The 
‘rikisha men are subject to heart dis- 
ease, but never to discases of the lungs 
or rheumatism, 

They not only perform these feats 
tm winter as well as summer, but they 
fo about in snow storms bare-footed 
and bare-legged, with nothing on their 
bodies but a cotton shirt, a cotton jack- 
et and a pair of cotton trunks, yet 
their food contains no fat whatever, 
And very little nitrogen, although it is 
rich in carbon, 

Sanitary experts say that the ordin- 
ary Japanese vegetable food, particu- 
larly rice, is the most healthy diet that 
ean be adopted for persons who are

accustomed to a great deal of exercise, 
but that it is very unhealthy to those 
who lead sedentary lives, At the penl- 
tentiary rice and other food is served 
by weight to the prisoners. Those who 
fre engaged in hard outdoor labor, like 
building, brickmaking and gardening, 
fre given a full quart of rice three 
times a day, while the potters, lacquer- 
workers and those engaged on clois- 
enne only get half as much, 

There are very few vehicles in Japan. 
The streets of the cities are usually too 
narrow for carriages, and you find 
them only in Yokohama, Tokyo and 
Kobe, where there is a large foreign 
Population. Most of the transporta- 
tion In the country, as well as in town, 
is done by man-power on two-wheeled 
carts, and it is amazing how much a 
couple of coolies can haul, 

They usually haye ropes passed 
around their shoulders hitched to the 
axles, while they steer the vehicle with 
a long tongue. The carts are heavy 
and clumsy, but the roads are smooth 
and hard, 

Chinamen paint an eye on elther side 
of the bow of their boats, belleving it 
to be necessary, but there Is no such 
superstition in Japan. 

“No have eye, no can see,” the Chi- 
namen y! 

But the Japanese are very superstl- 
ious in other directions They wear 
amulets and charms, which they buy 
at the temples, just as we carry the 
rabbit foot and similar means of pro- 
tection, and there are professional for-

tune tellers, wha go from house to 
house or may be visited at \heir own 
residences by the credulous, They go 
throu a form of conjuring to dispel 
evil pirite, and burn incense to at- 
tract the good hefore they undertake 
to look into the future and usually 
talk in riddles, so that their predic- 
tions may be verified, whatever hap- 
pens, 

There are fortune tellers at the Bud- 
Ahist temples also, priests from whom 
you can buy charms and amulets that 
will ward off dangers and disease, or 
you may ertain what is in store for 
you by paying a small fee, If you are 
& traveler you go to the temple of the 
fod who protects travelers; if you are 

















@ farmer you go to the patron of ay- 
riculture. There is a particular god 
looking out for almost every occupa- 
tion and having influence over almost 
every possible combination of circum- 
stances, and by applying to the proper 
one in the orthodox way you can se- 
cure relief from existing evils and in- 
formation concerning those that threat- 
en you.

Went to the shrine of the god Jizu, 
who is the patron of travelers in the 
Asakusa temple, which is the most

Result of Experiments Carried On by the 
Dominion Horticulturist lo the 
Niagara District, 


Some fifteen pages of the Dominion 


































Horticulturist’ last report ts devoted 
to a description of Important expert- 
ments carried on in the Niagara fruit 
growing district of Ontario, in con- 
nection with the Provincial Fruit 
Growers’ Association, for the preven- 
tion of fungous diseases by spra/ing. 
The experiments were most satisfac- 
tory In nearly all cases, and tho re- 
sults obtained, which juve already 
been published in bullein form, have 
given a great impetus to the spread of 
this practice by fruit growers and 
farmers Some of the more striki 
financial results In spray'ng apples are 
summed up by Mr, Cra's in the fol- 
lowing paragraph 

"The effect of the Improvement in 
quality alone upon the gross rece)ptm 
from an acre of bearing apple treen 
may be shown as follows: Supposing 
the yield to be 60 bar‘els, we find 
cording to resulta gained that spray- 
ing would give up $56.75 worth of No. | 
1 fruit, $41.60 worth of seconds and 
$6.97 of thirds, or a total of $96.22 per 
acre, The same unsprayed would give 
No, 1 fruit $26,765 worth, $37 worth of 

conds and $13.64 worth of thirds, or 

total of $77.40, leaving a balance of 
$17.82 in favor of the sprayed per acre. 
This is also supposing that all the ‘s« 
onds' and ‘thirds’ could be disposed 
of, which js very problematical, The 
cout of spraying an acre of apple trees 
five times with diluted Bordeaux mi 
ture need not exceed $6, and may be 
under $5; there should be a net profit

“On August Sth Mrs, Rambadt was 
taken down with typhold foyer, Sho re 
mained for some time at the family hom 
No. 51 Greenfield streot. 

“Mr, Rambadt is a milk dealer, He buys 
his milk in bulk from John Ehler of Hertel 
avenue, and was In the pracpice of taking 
ttohishome on Greenileld stavet, where 
it was putin cans and bottles for delivery 
to his custeme 

* A number of cases of ty hold broke out 
along Rambadt’s milk route. Dr. Wende, 
assisted by Dr. Willard, made a personal 
inspection, and found that Mrs. Rambadt 
was ill with the typhoid fever in the house 
whore the milk was taken, and that hor 
husband personally attended her during 
her illness.

A Magolficent Train. 

The train which is conveying Sir Charles 
and his party over the road is most sumptu- 
ous in every appointment. A reporter was 
shown through this morning, and each and 
all of the attendants in charge were most 
courteous and obliging, 

The palace Pullman car ‘* Waldorf,” 
which came from Chicago especially for the 
use of the party, is very hand- 
some and the furnishings are simply 
luxurious. The car is in charge of Con- 
ductor McDonald, and Chief Chef, A. 0. 
Augustus, presides in the kitchen. There 
are three cooks and five waiters on board, 
Every inch of space from the ground to 
the top of the car is utilized for some pur- 
pose. Underneath, between the trucks, 
are largeice tanks where meat and fish 
are kept. The dining room will seat forty 
people, and there are two apartments at 
the end of this room, At the other 
end of the car is situated the pantry and 
kitchen. ‘Tho latter is equipped as well as 
the best hotel in the country and every 
convenience is ut hand. The reporter was 
shown every feature by Mr, Augustus, 
who was most obliging. 

There are besides the dining car Mr. L. 
J. Seargoant’s ofticial car No. 118, which is 
now being ocoupied by himself and Sir 
Charles, It is magnificently fitted up and 
contains slooping apartments for eight or 
ten persons, sitting rooms, a kitchen and 
dining room for use in short tripx. ‘I. 
Ingram is in charge. 

Cav No, 23 is the official car of Asst. 
Gon. Man, Wainwright, and is now being 
ueed by Mr, J Price, Vice-President, 
and Mr, and M KE. W. Smithers and 
son. This car is very roomy and comfort- 
ablo, and is used for trips on foreign roads.

Whole vs, Crushed Oats and Cut Hay. 

To test the relative merits of crush- 
ed vs. whole oats in feeding horses, one 
of the great London omnibus compan- 
jes some years ago conducted an in- 
teresting experiment. Of the 6,000 horses 
In the company’s employment one-half 
were fed on crushed oats and cut hay 
and straw and the other half on whole 
oOcts and hay. The ration allowed per 
day to each horse, according to the 
one system, was: crushed oats, 16 Ibs 
cut hay, 7 1-2 Ibs; cut straw, 2 1-2 Ibs. 
The quantity allowed according to the 
old system was: whole oats, 19 Ibs; 
uncut hay, 13 Ibs, A dally saving of 
6 Ibs of food was thus effected, and this 
saving was not merely in the quantl- 
ty, but in the value of the materials 
employed, for straw in the former case 
was substituted for hay in the latter, 
The advantage of one*kind of feeding 
over the other was far more apparent 
when reduced to money value. The 

aving by using the crushed oats and 
cut hay was nearly 2 1-2d per day for 
cach horse, which was equal to £62 10s 
per day for the 600 horses. And this 
saving was acomplished without any 

acrifice whatever; for all the drivers 
and those having charge of the horses 
agreed that the difference in the con- 
dition of the horses was decidedly in 
favor of those fed on crushed oats and 
cut hay and straw,

While there he ap- 
plied himself to his neglected studies, 
with the result that he subsequently 
became an able and enlightened mon- 
arch, 

Margaret, Queen of Henry IV., King 
of France, while confined in the 
Lourve, warmly pursued the studies 
of elegant literature and composed a 
very skilful apology for the irregulari- 
tles of her conduct, 

During his confinement Sir Walter 
Raleigh produced his “History of the 
World.” 

Queen Elizabeth, while imprisoned 
by her sister Mary, wrote some very 
charming poems, and Mary, Queen of 
Scots, during her long confinement by 
Elizabeth, produced a number of 
pleasing compositions, 

It was while he was cruelly confined 
at Holmsby that Charles I, wrote that 
excellent book, entitled “The Portrait 
of a King,” which he addressed to hi 
son and in which the political reflec- 
tlons are said to be worthy of Tacl- 
tus.
